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Orson Shaw was born in Herkimer (Montgomery County), New 
York in 1802 according to family knowledge. 


We first found him in Washington County, Alabama in 1834 when 
he married Eastern Boykin. In 1835 he was taxed for owning land 
in Lauderdale County, Mississippi where he was also a Justice of 
Peace. 


In August and September 1836 he was shown to be a Captain of 
Calvary in the Texas Revolution. This was shown to have been 
voluntary and was for six months or duration of the war. 


We have found evidence that there was an "Orson Shaw" school 
as early as 1858. This cannot be located in Mississippi and 
must have been in Alabama. 


In the 1860 Sumter County, Alabama census Orson was listed 
in the Sydenham precinct as being 58 years of age, with Eastern 
as 42 years of age and son William O. 12 years old. 


In the 1860 Lauderdale County, Mississippi census E. M. Shaw 

and another, presumed to be his brother, sons of Orson , were listed 
as school teachers and living in households of families in Mississippi. 
The first schools in Mississippi were held in communities and had 
private teachers. This was before the public schools. 


Orson is named on the 1861 voting list in Rosserville, Al, which is in 
the extreme SouthWestern corner of Sumter County. 


In 1866 Alabama State Census he is listed in Sumter County as 
living in Township 17, Range 4w. 


He died June 10, 1868 and was buried in the McElroy Cemetery 
in Sumter County, Alabama . Eastern lived until 7 October 1890 
and was buried at the foot of Orson's grave.

months. 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor, 
Churchill - visited the United 
States. He arrived in Washing- 
ton on Dec, 22, 1941, and went im- 
mediately into a series of con- 
ferences with the president and 
Anglo-American military and na- 
val experts.
